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Public  relations  is  of  most  importance  to  any  radio  reading 
service.  A  service  may  produce  excellent  programming,  be 
well  organized,  and  have  good  technical  facilities;  however; 
without  appropriate  exposure  to  the  community,  services  often 
fail  to  reach  their  goals. 

It  is  important  for  consumers  to  know  of  the  service  and  pro¬ 
gram  offerings.  Also,  public  relation  efforts  are  vitally 
needed  for  fund  raising  and  volunteer  recruitment. 

Public  relation  and  community  outreach  may  be  provided  in 
many  forms  such  as  tape  slide  presentations,  brochures,  app¬ 
lications,  movies,  displays  and  speakers  bureaus.  This  cata¬ 
log  represents  a  sampling  of  material  developed  by  the  four 
Ohio  services  who  are  broadcasting  at  this  time. 

Public  relation  efforts  offer  a  continuous  challenge.  Bro¬ 
chures,  applications,  etc.  require  constant  updating  and 
change.  New  brochures  and  material  ideas  are  continuously 
in  the  process  of  development  by  each  service. 

We  are  pleased  with  efforts  to  date,  and  offer  this  catalog 
to  all  Radio  Reading  Services.

There  is  a  variety  of  community 
and  consumer  information  programming  and  you  have  a  chance,  through 
telephone  talk  shows,  to  share  experiences  and  ideas  with  other 
listeners . 


Cleveland  Radio  Reading  Service  (CRRS)  is  operated  as  a 
service  of  the  Sight  Center.  It  is  on  the  air  17  hours,  Monday 
through  Friday,  and  12  hours  on  weekends.  Most  persons  choose  to 
listen  only  to  those  programs  that  interest  them  the  most.  The 
radios  are  small  table  models  or  battery  operated  portables,  both 
with  optional  earphone  attachments.  The  table  models  can  also  be 
adapted  with  a  push  on-off  switch  that  can  easily  be  used  by 
individuals  who  cannot  handle  the  traditional  knob.  A  modest 
contribution  of  $15.00  for  the  first  year  is  asked.  Scholarship 
help  is  available  to  those  in  need.

Each  volunteer  should  be  given  a  voice  test,  preferably  in  the  studio  so  that  it  can 
be  monitored  by  the  engineer  with  the  proper  equipment. 


The  following  list  is  the  criteria  used  for  evaluating  a  voice  test. 

1.  Diction  should  be  clear,  distinct  and  redily  understandable. 

2.  Reading  should  be  free  from  disturbances  such  as  coughs  and  frequent 
hesitations. 

3.  The  readings  should  be  appropriate  to  the  material  being  read.  It  should  be 
sympathetic,  not  exaggerated;  restrained,  not  stilted.  The  reader  should 
be  aware  to  the  sense  of  the  material  and  skillful  in  securing  proper 
emphasis.  The  reader  should  demonstrate  an  awareness  of  the  manner  in  which 
works  fit  together  for  good,  verabl  expression  in  reading  aloud,  especially 
with  regard  to  meaning. 

4.  The  reader  should  comnunicate  accurately  the  thoughts  and  ideas  set  forrth  in 
the  printed  matter. 

5.  The  reader  should  have  a  conmand  of  fluency  and  ease  with  the  spoken  language. 

6  The  material  should  be  brought  to  life  by  the  reader.  It  should  make  the 

listener  want  to  hear  more. 

7.  The  reader  should  quietly  take  hold  of  and  dominate  the  listener. 

8.  The  reader  should  not  be  patterned  or  monotonous  in  their  readings.  The  pace 

should  be  appropriate  to  the  material  being  read. 

9.  Most  of  all  the  reader  shoould  follow  instructions  explicitly. 

Four 

S&X  reasons  why  people  most  often  fail  voice  tests: 

1.  Reader  reads  too  slow  and  -is  hesitant 

2.  Reader  read  to  fast,  omitting  words  and  phrases  inadvertently,  oftentimes 
causing  choppiness 

3.  Reading  is  dull.  It  lacks  expression  and  the  use  of  effective  pauses. 

4.  Inaccurate  phrasing  occures.  Thoughts  are  run  together;  phrases  are  broken 
unnecessarily .

If  you 
live  in  an  area  where  WOSU-FM  can  be  received,  you  automatically  live  in  an  area  which  can  receive  CORRS 
special  broadcasts. 

Only  the  radios  supplied  by  CORRS  can  receive  the  special  broadcasts.  These  special  receivers  are  provided 
only  to  persons  who  are  visually  handicapped,  or  physically  handicapped  in  a  way  which  prevents  them  from 
reading  newspapers,  books,  and  magazines.  CORRS  radios  will  not  work  in  other  areas  that  have  reading 
services.  If  the  owner  dies,  or  leaves  the  listening  area,  the  radio  must  be  returned  to  CORRS. 

Qualifications  for  this  radio  service  are  the  same  as  for  Talking  Books.  If  you  are  presently  qualified  for 
Talking  Book  service,  simply  state  so  and  we  will  obtain  verification  through  the  Talking  Book  Program. 

If  not,  follow  the  instructions  and  have  your  application  verified  by  a  doctor,  social  worker,  etc. 

The  Central  Ohio  Radio  Reading  Service,  Inc.,  wants  everyone  to  benefit,  and  will  provide  one  standard 
receiver  free  to  each  person  who  is  unable  to  contribute.  If  the  applicant  feels  able  to  contribute  toward  repair 
and  replacement  costs,  a  $15  annual  contribution  is  suggested.  Portable  receivers  are  available  for  use  within  a 
30  mile  radius  of  Columbus.  Because  they  are  more  often  dropped,  damaged,  or  stolen,  an  additional  charge  is 
made  for  them.  Check  with  the  CORRS  office,  464-2614,  for  further  information. 

Listening  to  CORRS  is  like  listening  to  a  good  friend.  Readers  are  volunteers  who  read  each  week  at  the 
same  time.  You  will  enjoy  getting  to  know  them.  The  two-hour  readings  of  the  papers  follow  a  definite 
pattern,  and  you  may  listen  intently  to  some,  and  get  a  snack  during  other  portions.  The  scrambled  word 

game  may  not  be  listed  in  our  schedule,  but  nearly  all  listeners  tune  in  at  9  a.m.  when  CORRS  is  on  the 
air,  and  phone  in  the  correct  answers  when  they  have  them. 

Besides  the  readings  and  the  interviews,  CORRS  is  a  communication  media  which  can  bring  a  community 
of  listeners  closer  together.  Information  about  the  Non-driver's  License,  The  Golden  Buckeye  Card,  The 
Columbus  Transit  Key  Card,  and  The  Ohio  Bell  exemption  for  information  calls,  has  been  quickly  shared 
with  thousands  of  listeners  through  this  service.
